To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 


Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1925.  It  is 
made  in  accordance  with  the  Memorandum  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

POPULATION. 

The  estimated  population  of  the  Borough  in  June,  1925,  was 
97,353,  an  increase  of  626  over  the  estimate  for  1924— which  was 
considered  too  low.  The  males  were  estimated  to  number  48,713 
and  the  females  48,640.  The  Births  exceeded  the  deaths  by  836. 
Since  the  census,  the  estimated  increase  of  population  has  been  3,653. 
But  the  increase  has  not  been  equally  distributed  throughout  the  town. 
It  is  calculated  that  there  were  2,018  more  persons  in  Lliswerry  Ward 
th?n  at  the  time  of  the  census,  543  in  Caerau  Ward,  and  616  in  St. 
Julians  Ward,  whilst  there  were  3 fewer  in  St.  Woolos  Ward.

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The  greatejst  density  of  population  was  in  Tredegar  Ward — 102.87 
persons  per  acre,  and  Victoria  with  53.71.  The  lowest — Lliswerry 
8.61,  and  Alexandra  with  9.18.  The  average  number  of  persons  per 
house  was  greatest  in  Alexandra,  7.98  and  Central,  7.65,  and  lowe.st 
in  St.  Julians,  4.84  and  Maindee  5.03. 

The  Physical  Features  and  General  Character  of  the  District  have 
been  referred  to  in  previous  reports.

Births. 


The  nett  number  of  births  registered  in  the  Borough  during  1925 
was  1,990  (1,032  boys  and  958  girls),  and  the  birth  rate  was  20.44 
per  1,(XX)  of  the  population,  compared  with  an  average  of  21.88  during 
the  five  years  1915-19  and  with  23.91  during  the  quinquennial  period 
1920-24.  The  birth  rate  in  England  and  Wales  during  1925  was  18.3 
and  in  the  105  Great  Towns  19.0.  The  Newport  figures  for  the  last

Notification  of  Births  Acts,  1907  and  1915. 

The  number  of  live  births  that  actually  occurred  in  the  town 
during  the  calendar  year  1925,  was  1,998.  All  but  four  were  duly 
“notified,”  i.e.,  99.4  per  cent.  This  high  percentage  has  been  secured 
without  a single  prosecution  for  breaches  of  the  Act.  The  still 
birth's  notified  numbered  78,  plus  25  miscarriages.  The  figures  for 
the  years  1919-1925  are  as  follows.

The  live  births  notified  by  midwives  were  1,867;  by  doctors,  parents 
and  others,  120. 

Infant  Mortality. 

177  infants  died  before  reaching  12  months  of  age,  which  is  in 
the  proportion  of  88.9  per  1,000  births,  compared  with  64.7  in  1923, 
and  with  74.5  and  82.2  during  the  past  5 years,  and  10  years, 
respectively.  In  England  and  Wales  the  rate  during  1925  was  75, 
and  in  the  105  Great  Towns  87.  The  chief  causes  of  death  and  their 
variation  from  year  to  year  will  be  seen  in  the  table  on  next  page. 

The  1922  Annual  Report  included  a chart  which’ showed  graphi- 
cally the  enormous  decrease  in  the  Infantile  death  rate  in  Newport 
during  the  last  20  years-  In  1904  it  was  152.9,  since  then  it  steadily 
decreased  to  63.7  in  1922,  which  was  the  lowest  year  on  record. 

The  figures  for  1925  were  not  so  good  as  those  for  1922.  The 
chief  increase  was  due  to  deaths  from  common  infectious  diseases, 
walsting  diseases,  and  prematurity,  most  of  them  under  one  month  of 
age.  There  were  also  more  deaths  from  Respirator}'  diseases. 
There  were  5 (2.8  per  cent.)  inquests  on  infant  deaths  in  1925,  a 
number  below  the  average  for  the  five  years. 

Age  at  Death. 

The  proportion  of  infants  who  died  under  one  month  of  age 
(37.7  per  1,000  births)  was  slightly  above  the  average  for  the  previous 
five  years  (32.7),  but  there  was  a slight  increase  in  the  groups  from 
1 to  3 months,  6 to  9 months,  and  9 to  12  months  of  age,  compared 
with  the  average  for  the  above  period. 

A progressive  policy  in  Ante-Natal  work  is  the  most  promising 
method  of  preventing  loss  of  life  and  physical  disabilities  during 
the  first  months  of  life.

153.8  per  1,000  of  such 
births,  compared  with  69.8  in  1924,  187.5  in  1923,  114  3 in  1922  163  9

Diseases  and  Accidents  of  Pregnancy  and  Parturition. 

Ten  mothers  died  from  “Diseases  and  accidents  of  pregnancy  and 
partui  ition,  i.e.,  5.03  per  1,000  births.  Seven  of  these  were  due  to 
Puerperal  Fever.  The  corresponding  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
was  3.86.  Twelve  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  were  notified,  and 
although  five  recovered,  an  unusually  large  proportion,  the  disease 
generally  leads,  to  more  or  less  chronic  invalidity. 

Eight  of  the  cases  occured  among  those  primarily  under  the 
charge  of  midwives,  and  were  confined  by  midwives.  Four  of  these 
cases  died.  The  other  four  were  doctors’  cases,  with  three  deaths. 

Whilst  the  training  of  midwives  and  care  and  treatment  of 
women  during  labour  has  improved  steadily,  the  number  of  cases  of 
Puerperal  P'ever  which  occur  has  not  shown  a corresponding  im- 
provement. 

It  is  a well  recognised  fact  that  liability  to  infection  largely 
depends  upon  the  general  health  of  the  patient.  The  organisms 
which  cause  Puerperal  Fever  are  often  harboured  by  the  women 
before  childbirth,  whilst  diminished  resistance  to  infection  through 
lowered  vitality,  and  damage  to  the  tissues  during  labour,  are 
undoubtedly  contributory  causes,  of  the  incidence  of  Puei'peral  Fever. 
To  prevent  this,  medical  supervision  and  treatment  during  pregnancy 
is  therefore  of  great  importance  in  the  prevention  of  Puerperal 
Fever. 

Deplorable  conditions  of  overcrowding  exist  in  a large  number 
of  houses  in  which  births  occur.  These  conditions  deprive  mothers 
of  that  privacy  which  is  due  to  them,  and  they  must  also  serious) v 
affect  their  dhances  of  a normal  recovery. 

SUPERVISION  OF  MIDWIVES. 

Dr.  Laird,  the  Superintendent  of  Midwives,  submits  the  following 
report : — 

There  were  41  midwives  on  the  register  for  1925,  in  comparison 
with  45  in  1924.  During  the  year  eight  midwives  gave  up  practice, 
three  new"  names  were  added  and  one  midwife  was  re-registered. 
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The  extent  of  the  practice  of  the  individual  midwife  varies. 
Only  three  midwives  attended  over  100  cases  each,  and  only  six  others 
attended  over  50  each,  while  two  midwives  attended  only  one  case 
each.  There  were  35  trained  and  six  untrained  midwives  in  practice 
in  1925.  Of  these  16  were  wholly  dependent  upon  their  practice  for 
a living;  16  were  partly  dependent,  and  nine  were  non  dependent. 

1,843  births  were  attended  by  midwives,  but  in  333  of  these 
doctors  were  also  engaged  and  in  535  cases  doctors  were  sent  for 
The  percentage  attended  by  midwives  alone  was  46.6  in  1925,  com- 
pared with  45  per  cent,  for  the  past  five  years.

It  is  desirable  that  more  supervision  of  their  patients  during 
pregnancy  by  the  m’dwives  should  be  carried  out.  Monthly  meetings 
have  been  held  for  giving  talks  to  the  midwives  on  special  subjects, 
and  the  importance  of  ante-natal  supervision  of  the  patient  has  been 
repeatedly  demonstrated.  There  has  been  more  co-opera.tion  between 
the  midwives  and  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic,  held  at  the  Qaild  Welfare 
Qinic,  during  the  past  year. 

The  Midwives.  Register  books  show  greater,  improvemeritt.  84 
visits  were  paid  by  the  Inspector  of  Midwives,  Miss  Willey,  to  the 
midwives  and  the  homes  of  the  midwives. 

Infectious  Diseases  in  Midwives’  FIomes  or  Practice. 

No  cases  occurred  in  midwives’  homes.

Seven  midwives  were  cautioned  by  the  M.O.H. 

Pemphigus. 

14  cases  of  Pemphigus  occurred.  Ten  were  attended  at  birth 
by  midwives,  eight  recovered,  two  died.  Four  were  attended  at  birth 
by  doctor  and  midwife,  four  recovered. 

Stillbirths. 

64  occurred  in  the  practice  of  the  midwives.  11  were  premature 
births,  53  fulltime  births. 

Causes  of  the  stillbirths. — Prematurity  or  Twins,  11';  Placenta 
Praevia  or  Ante-par  turn  FlaemorrJiage,  2 ; difficult  Labour,  23 ; 
unknown,  12 ; maceration,  16. 

19  cases  were  attended  only  by  midwives.  In  22  cases  a doctor 
was  sent  for  and  was  present  at  confinement.  In  23  cases  a doctor 
was  engaged. 

78  stillbirths  occurred — which  gives  a proportion  of  3.9  per  100 
live  births  compared  with  4.3  per  cent,  during  the  past  five  years. 

Enquiries  made  at  the  Cemeteries  re  number  of  stillborn  babies 
buried  during  the  year  shewed  that  there  were  82  buried,  four  in 
excess  of  the  number  notified.

ANTE-NATAL  HYGIENE. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  report  that  this  subject  is  receiving  greater 
attention  by  Expectant  Mothers . and  Midwives.  403  Expectant 
Mathers  were  under  the  observation  of  the  Staff. 

These  expectant  mollhers  were  distributed^  among  the  districts 
served  by  the  Centres  as  follows  : Crindau  64,  Central,  88,  Alexandra 
83,  Maindee  83,  Lliswerry  85. 

This  work  has  not  received  sufficient  attention  in  the  training  of 
the  Midwife  so  far.  There  is  room  for  great  impiovement  in  this 
direction.  — ■ 
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164  new  Expectant  Mothers  were  members  of  the  Centres  in 
addition  to  80  counted  last  year ; those  requiring  medical  advice  were 
referred  to  their  own  doctors,  or  they  attended  at  the  Clinic.  363 
visits  were  paid  to  Expectant  Mothers  a,t  their  homes.  The  work  at 
the  Centres  includes  attendances  at  lectures,  personal  talks,  medical 
advice,  and  instruction  in  infant  hygiene  generally. 

20  necessitous  cases  among  Expectant  Mothers  were  provided 
with  milk  for  var3’ing  periods  according  to  their  circumstances. 

MATERNITY  WELFARE. 

Several  complicated  labour  cases  were  admitted  into  the  Royal 
Gwent  Hospital  for  special  treatment.  15  births  occurred  there,  of 
which  7 were  stillborn. 

There  are  also  six  private  Maternity  Homes  in  the  town.  A 
few  births  also  took  place  at  the  residences  of  midwives.  165  births 
occurred  at  Public  Institutions  (including  Wooloston  House)  and  in 
private  Maternity  Homes.  In  all,  10  per  cent,  of  all  births  took  place 
at  Institutions,  etc. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  admission  of  maternity 
cases  at  the  Caerau  Maternity  Home  on  the  recommendation  of  your 
officials.  The  Corporation  pay  the  fees ; the  patients  are  expected 
to  contribute  towards  the  expenses  according  to  their  financial  cir- 
cumstances. 17  patients  were  admitted  into  this  Maternity  Home 
during  the  year,  for  which  the  Corporation  paid  £139  13s.  Od.  Of 
this  amount,  £34  15s.  Od.  was  refunded  by  the  patients,  and  in 
addition  £13  was  received  in  respect  of  1924  cases. 

No  midwives  are  employed  or  subsidised  by  the  Corporation  for 
home  nursed  cases. 

In  previous  reports  attention  has  been  drawn  to  the  Maternity 
benefit  under  the  Insurance  Act.  M.  & C.W.  Committees  are  con- 
cerned with  Ante-Natal  work — feeding  of  mothers  and  infants  in  case 
of  necessity,  also  payment  of  medical  fees  when  medical  men  are 
called  in  by  midwives.  A revision  of  the  arrangements  is  desirable, 
in  order  to  ensure  a better  co-operation  among  the  various  parties 
concerned  with  the  work.  Under  the  Insurance  Act,  there  is  no 
provision  for  ensuring  that  the  money  is  spent  upon  essential  services, 
etc.,  before,  during  or  after  childbirth. 

The  fees  paid  to  Doctors  called  in  by  Midwives  in  cases  of 
emergency  amounted  in  1925  to  £159  11s.  Od.  for  96  patients. 
Eleven  of  these  cases  were  unable  to  repay  anything;  the  amount 
recovered  from  the  other  cases  by  the  Borough  Treasurer  was 
£18  4s.  Od,

The  increase  in  the  work  done  at  the  Centres,  and  the  time  taken 
up  at  Mothercraft  Classes  at  St.  Woollos,  Maindee  and  Crindau 
Schools,  etc.,  resulted  in  a reduction  in  the  total  visits  paid  at  the 
homes,  compared  with  1923. 

Children  1 to  5 Years  of  Age. 

2,824  of  such  children  received  attention.  1,579  of  these  were 
medically  examined  at  the  Clinic  and  Centres,  compared  with  1,147 
during  1924.  The  total  Medical  Examinations  at  the  Centres  and 
Clinics  were  10,034,  which  amounts  to  an  average  of  209  per  week.

Infant  Mortality  and  Infant  Feeding. 

Enquiries  were  made  in  reference  to  177  deaths  under  6 months 
of  age. 

In  6 of  the  deaths  the  mode  of  feeding  could  not  be  ascertained 
and  in  45  others  the  infants,  were  too  feeble  to  take  proper  nourish- 
ment. 

The  total  infantile  rate  under  six  months  per  1,000  births  per  six 
months  was  177.1  , compared  with  119  in  1924,  98  in  1923,  92.2  in 
1922,  124.5  in  1921,  118.8  in  1920,  128.3  in  1919,  138.3  in  1918,  123.7 
in  1917  and  155.8  in  1916.  The  figures  were  not  satisfactory. 

The  analysis  of  enquiries  at  the  end  of  6 months  in  reference  to 
1,751  infants  showed  that  58.65  per  cent  of  them  were  still  breast  fed 
compared  with  61.4  in  1924,  60.8  per  cent.,  72.2  per  cent.,  64.7  per 
cent.,  65.2  per  cent.,  63.7  per  cent.,  64.9  per  cent.,  62.4  per  cent.,  and 
65.0  per  cent,  during  the  years  1916-1924  respectively. 

Artificial  Feeding. 

The  reasons  given  for  the  artificial  feeding  of  infants  at  (the  time 
of  the  first  visit  were  as  follows : —

efforts  m this  direction.  Many  lives  have  been  thus  saved. 
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Dummy  Teats. 

688  or  39.3  per  cent,  of  the  1,751  infants  visited  at  6 months  of 
age  were  using  comforters  provided  by  their  mothers.  There  is 
still  no  improvement— in  fact  it  would  appear  from  the  information 
obtained  annually  that  this  evil  practice  is.  increasing  in  spite  of  all 
efforts  of  the  Health  Visitors  to  persuade  mothers  to  desist  from  the 
practice.

Inflamed  Eyes  of  Newly  Born. 

54  cases  were  visited  by  tlhe  Health  Visitors.  Only  11  of  these 
were  notified  as  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  38  of  the  cases  were  of  a 
mild  character,  whilst  16  were  severe  with  profuse  discharge.  11  of 
the  mild  cases  received  no  medical  treatment.  All  of  the  cases  were 
followed  up  until  they  recovered. 

Enquiries  were  made  later  for  evidence  of  permanent  injuries  to 
the  eyes,  with  the  following  results  : — 

Total  loss  of  vision,  nil ; impaired  vision,  1 ; “weak”  eyels  witli 
recurrent  discharge,  3 ; left  the  town,  3 ; no  apparent  injury  to  eyes, 
46;  died  from  other  causes,  1.

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7 of  the  notified  cases  attended  the  Royal  Gwent  Hospital  for  treat- 
ment (3  of  them  as  In-Paitients).  37  of  the  other  cases  were  treated 
by  their  own  medical  attendants. 

The  cases  notified  per  1,000  births  were  5.5. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  admission  of  cases  of 
Ophthalmia,  and  the  mothers  if  necessary,  into  Alltyryn  Hospital, 
where  the  cases,  cannot  be  successfully  treated  otherwise,  as  25  per 
cent,  of  the  cases  of  Blindness  in  the  past  have  been  attributed  to 
infection  of  the  infant’s  eyes  by  Gonorrhoea. 

Experience  has  shown  the  importance  of  early  visits  by  the 
Health  Visitor  in  order  to  secure  prompt  Hospital  treatment  in  severe 
cases,  as  the  only  hope  of  success  lies  in  the  application  of  intensive 
treatment  as  soon  as  possible. 

If  the  practice  recommended  by  some  authorities  of  postponing 
visitation  of  homes  until  the  midwife  had  ceased  visiting  were  adopted 
serious  results  might  follow,  in  the  case  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum 
in  particular.  This  applies  to  other  conditions  also,  such  as  inability 
to  carry  on  breast  feeding  from  lack  of  food,  etc. 

Extension  of  this  work  in  the  following  directions  is  very 
desirable : — 

i.  There  is.  undoubtedly  need  for  Home  Helps  in  a large  number 

of  cases  during  the  lying-in  period,  and  even  before  that 
in  some  cases  of  ill-health. 

ii.  Better  training  of  Midwives  in  Ante-Natal  Hygiene. 

iii.  More  Dental  Assistance  for  mothers  and  young  children. 

iv.  Observation  beds  for  infants  and  young  children — especially 

those  suffering  from  defective  nutrition  and  Epidemic 
Diarrhoea. 

V.  Extension  of  the  work  of  the  periodical  visitation  and  super- 
vision of  children  up  to  School  age. 

vi.  Extension  of  the  work  of  Home  Nursing  during  periods  of 

excessive  sickness. 

vii.  “Light”  Treatment. 

The  Scheme  for  the  prevention  and  treatment  of  cripples  is  as 
follows : — 

i.  An  arrangement  for  Major  Alwyn  Smith,  Prince  of  Wales 

Hospital,  Cardiff,  to  attend,  with  his  mechanic,  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Clinic,  four  to  six  times  a year  (as  may 
be  found  necessary)  to  see  cases  in  consultation  with  the 
Medical  Staff,  and  to  advise  them  thereon,  at  an  agreed  fee. 

ii.  The  admission  to  the  Prince  of  Wales  Plospital,  Cardiff,  of 

suitable  cases  for  in-patient  treatment  at  an  agreed  charge. 
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iii.  Payment  to  tihe  Prince  of  Wales  Hospital  for  splints,  appar- 
atus, special  boots,  etc.,  and  for  subsequent  alterations  there- 
of for  the  Committee’s  easels.  Estimates  to  be  provided  in 
each  case. 

iv.  The  attendance  at  the  Prince  of  Wales  Hospital  of  Lady 

Medical  Officer  and  Nurses.,  to  study  and  obtain  instruction 
in  the  methods  in  use  at  that  hospital. 

V.  Provision  of  Hospital  Notes  where  necessary  for  the  treat- 
ment by  massage  at  the  Royal  Gwent  Hospital  of  those 
patients  requiring  such  treatment. 

vi.  After  care  to  be  provided  for  by  attendance  at  the  Clinic  and 
by  home  supervision  by  Health  Visitors  as  often  as  found 
necessary,  and  to  be  continued  until  patient  is  fit  to  attend 
school. 

vii.  Recovery  of  the  cost  or  part  of  the  cost  of  treatment  from 
parents  or  guardians  of  patients,  according  to  their  ability  to 
pay. 

viii.  Co-ordination  with  Voluntary  Organisations  in  dealing  with 
necessitous  cases. 

The  scheme  for  providing  an  “Auxiliary  Clinic”  at  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Clinic  was  started  in  1925.  This  should  in  time 
materially  reduce  the  number  of  miscarriages,  stillbirths  and  deaths 
among  infants  from  preventable  diseases. 

The  Royal  Gwent  Hospital  have  admitted  several  complicated 
cases  of  labour  for  surgical  treatment,  including  Caesarean  section 
which  resulted  no  doubt  in  the  saving  of  both  mother  and  child  in 
some  cases.  Septic  puerperal  cases  were  also  admitted.  Special 
and  immediate  attention  has  also  been  given  to  several  infants 
requiring  Hospital  treatment.  The  thanks  of  the  M.  & C.W.  Com- 
mittee are  due  to  the  Hospital  Authorities  for  their  valuable  assistance 
in  this  direction. 

It  is  a pleasing  duty  to  again  express  thanks  to  the  lady  voluntary 
helpers  who  have  rendered  such  self-sacrificing  and  valuable  services 
at  the  Centres.  Such  work  helps  to  maintain  a “human  touch”  in 
the  official  work  which  would  be  lacking  if  the  work  were  confined  to 
the  routine  cast-iron  system  of  work — so  beloved  in  some  official 
circles. 

Dr.  Andrewina  Laird,  M.D.,  Ghi.B.,  D.P.H.,  was  appointed  in 
April,  1925,  as  Lady  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Her  duties 
include  .superintending  the  work  of  the  Health  Viskors,  assisting  at 
the  Clinic  and  Centres,  acting  as  Superintendent  of  Midwives,  the 
charge  of  Orthopaedic  and  Auxiliary  Clinics,  and  assisting  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  as  required. 

Thanks  are  also  due  to  Dr.  Benner  and  the  Staff  generally  for 
the  work  done  and  more  especially  for  the  high  tone  which  has  been 
manifested  in  their  work.  , 
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Report  for  year  1925  by 
Dt«  MINNA  A.  BENNER,  Medical  Officer, 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  Newport. 

To  THE  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Maternity  and  Child 

Welfare  Committee. 


Mr.  Chairman^  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Our  new  Clinic,  Glynderwen,  has  been  very  well  atiended  during 
the  year,  average  attendance  560  a week,  medical  attendances  7,279. 
In  1924,  the  medical  attendances  at  Clinic  were  5,274.  Dr.  Laird 
joined  the  staff  in  April,  and  in  September  two  new  departments  were 
opened : an  orthopaedic  for  children,  an  auxiliary  for  mothers  and 
children.  During  the  year  we  have  given  considerable  attention  to 
the  pre-school  child ; a large  number  have  been  examined  and  records 
kept  of  clinical  findings.  In  a group  of  142  children  we  found  1 in 
5 had  some  defect — these  children  had  been  to  the  Clinic  in  infancy, 
but  had  not  attended  for  four  years.  Fit  103,  unfit  39.  Of  these  10 
were  orthcpadic  cases,  5 infectious,  4 ear  ^nd  throat,  10  teeth,  3 
malnutrition,  1 acute  heart  case. 

In  September  our  Orthopaedic  Clinic  was  visited  by  Dr.  Alwyn 
Smith,  consulting  surgeon  to  the  Prince  of  Wales  Hospital,  Cardiff. 
He  examined  44  of  the  80  cases  on  the  Register.  Dr.  Laird  has 
charge  of  this  department.  She  doeis  all  .plaster  and  manipulative  work 
^ the  Clinic.  Children  requiring  operations  are  sent  to  Cardiff 
Hospital.  When  school  children  come  for  re-adjustment  of  calipers, 
new  surgical  boots,  or  plaster  jackets,  there  will  be  great  expansion 
in  this  department.  Already  the  interest  shown  by  parents  is  mo^t 
encouraging,  and  their  desire  to  follow  instructions  is  quite  admirable, 
lo  rescue  a child  from  the  helpless  life  of  a cripple,  and  put  him  on 

equal  terms  with  his  fellows  is  a satisfaction  which  all  must 
appreciate. 

Crippled  children  need  untiring  and  devoted  home  care,  maiw  of 
progress  is  remarkable.  The  nurse  who  visits 
ne  Children  in  their  homes  knows  in  each  case  the  special  difficulty 
that  may  retard  recovery.  The  frame  cases  are  very  difficult,  but 

?ij  t ^ and  fixed  in  the 
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Major  Smith  re-visited  the  Clinic  in  November;  he  examined  the 
second  group  of  children.  Some  rachitic  cases  are  improving  on  Cod 
Liver  Oil  and  appropriate  diets;  when  deformity  is  fixed  operative 
surgery  is  indicated.  The  parents  of  bow-legged  children  hesitate 
before  consenting  to  have  the  operation  to  make  them  straight — they 
‘wait  and  see’  results,  in  other  cases. 

King’s  Hill  Maternity  Home. 

Dr.  Rufus  Thomas  is  consulting  surgeon  to  the  materwity  home. 
Seventeen  cases  were  sent  into  the  Home,  five  were  seriou-s  cases,  two 
Caesarean ; others  were  living  in  homes  unsuitable  for  a confinement. 
The  17  patients  made  good  recoveries,  and  their  babies  were  brought 
to  the  Clinic  for  registration  when  a few  weeks  old.  Contributions 
received  from  14  King’s  Hill  patients — £48;  last  year  £24  was  paid. 

The  Ante-Natal  Clinic  attendances  were  609,  an  increase  over 
the  previous  year,  when  the  attendances  were  424.  The  co-operation 
of  the  midwives,  has  been  a valuable  factor  in  extending  the  work  of 
our  Ante-Natal  Clinic. 

SoUTHERNDOWN  ReST  HoME. 

Eight  patients  enjoyed  a much  needed  holiday  at  Southerndown 
— five  were  convalescent  from  severe  illness,  one  nervous  case,  two 
heart  cases.  All  were  most  grateful  for  subscribers’  notes  provided 
by  the  M.  and  C.W.  Committee.  In  the  late  autumn  five  notes  were 
still  unused  and  the  Chairman  arranged  that  they  be  extended  to  the 
summer  of  1926. 

Formerly  notes  if  unused  could  not  be  extended  from  one  year 
to  another. 


Nantyderry  Home  for  Un-married  Mothers. 

Two  patients  are  in  this  excellent  home  at  present,  but  during 
1925  only  one  girl  was  eligible  for  admission.  She  had  been  a 
dcmestic  in  the  midlands,  an  orphan,  had  worked  for  her  living  for 
live  years.  Previous  to  entrance  to  Nantyderry  she  was  in  lodgings 
in  Newport  for  some  weeks.  She  said  she  had  not  a friend  in  the 
world — and  was  very  glad  to  promise  to  stay  in  Nantyderry  for  six 
months.  When  the  young  man,  who  had  promised  marriage,  went 
to  London  leaving  no  address,  his  friends  turned  against  her.  She 
was  a native  of  Monmouthshire. 

During  the  year  2,826  individuals  were  examined  in  the  Chnic. 
1,025  mothers,  863  infants,  938  children.  The  1,025  mothers  includes 
242  expectants,  487  nursing  and  296  other  mothers.

There  is  a fall  again  in  amount  realised  from  sale  of  milk.  This 
is  due,  in  part,  to  lower  price  of  dried  milk,  and  in  part  to  more 
enlightened  mothering  and  nurture  of  infants,  less  reliance  on  patent 
foods,  dried  milk  or  cow’s  milk  and  barley  water.  60  per  cent,  of 
the  infants  brought  to  the  Clinic  are  naturally  fed  for  some  moi>ths, 
and  all  those  on  dried  milk  get  Virol  or  Roboleine. 

Children  fed  on  dried  milk  need  the  addition  of  accessory  food 
factors  or  vitamines— vitamine  A represented  by  Cod  Liver  Oil; 
vitamine  B by  raw  eggs;  vitamine  C by  fruit  juice. 

As  will  be  observed  the  Gifts  at  Clinic  have  increased  of  late 
years.

THE  CENTRES. 

The  close  co-operation  which  exists  between  the  voluntary 
workers  and  the  official  staif  is  seen  in  the  friendly  spirit  which 
animates  all  the  work.  In  every  scheme  to  benefit  mothers  and 
improve  homes  the  workers  take  a leading  part.  The  Centre  attend- 
ances are  better  than  ever,  and  the  weighings  of  infants  and  children 
b}'  the  Health  Visitors,  show  a mo'st  satisfactory  total. 

All  matters  vital  to  baby  come  under  discussion  in  the  Centres — 
baby’s  weight,  feeding,  teething,  and  sleep,  the  welfare  of  his  seniors, 
the  toddler’s  growth,  exercise,  clothing  and  progress. 

Effective  Centre  work  we  are  told  should  result  in  : — 

(a)  increased  attendances  at  Centres. 

(b)  increased  use  of  Health  Visitors’  Services. 

(c)  greater  recourse  to  Doctors  by  Expectant  Mothers. 

(d)  decreased  infant  mortality  rate. 

(e)  a raised  standard  of  health  for  all. 

I think  that  (a),  (b),  (c)  and  (d)  may  be  included  in  our  results, 
but  (e)  “a  raised  standard  of  health”  is  uncertain,  being  dependent 
on  many  outside  factors;  it  is  an  ideal  to  be  kept  in  view  by  all  welfare 
workers. 

Propaganda  Work  in  Centres. 

Leaflets  on  the  danger  of  flies  are  given  out  in  the  Centres  during 
the  hot  summer  months.  This  year  the  war  on  flies  was  on  a new 
basis.  The  lady  workers  offered  three  prizes  in  each  Centre  to 
writers  of  short  papers  on  how  to  protect  food,  and  keep  the  homes 
free  from  flies.  The  prizes — large  wire  meat  covers — were  shown 
to  Centre  mothers  for  some  weeks  before  the  competition  closed. 

Great  interest  was  taken  in  the  subject;  65  papers  were  contri- 
buted and  15  prizes  awarded,  and  some  clever  home  contrivances  to 
protect  meat  and  milk  were  on  view. 

Maternity  Clubs. 

The  Maternity  Clubs  have  been  of  immense  advantage  to  mothers 
— who  pay  in  vanning  amounts,  but  never  more  than  £2.  On  these 
sums  interest  at  the  rate  of  25  per  cent,  is  allowed. 
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Thrift  Clubs. 

In  these  Clubs,  established  two  years  ago,  no  interest  is  paid. 
Centre  members  bring  small  sums  weekly,  and  when  boots  or  clothes 
are  wanted  for  the  family,  they  draw  out  the  required  amount.  In 
Crindau  £78  was  paid  into  the  Club  during  the  year;  one  mother 
had  £ 12  to  her  credit  at  Christmas.  The  success  of  these  Clubs,  ha.s 
been  most  gratifying.  If  these  Thrift  Clubs  could  be  diverted  to 
Dental  Clubs,  the  standard  of  health  among  mothers  would  be  raised 
and  much  ill-health  prevented. 

Our  Dental  Scheme  established  eight  years  ago  has.  been  of 
benefit  to  children  who  need  extractions  or  conservative  treatment ; 
but  for  adults  it  has  not  proved  so  useful.  In  cases  of  oral  sepsis 
conservative  treatment  is  impossible  and  extractions  are  resisted  when 
there  is  no  prospect  of  dentures. 

For  some  time  the  question  of  financial  help  for  mothers 
requiring  dentures  has  been  considered  in  Committee.  One  proposal 
is  to  collect  four-fifths  of  the  dentist’s  fee  from  a Centre  mother  and 
allow  her  20  per  cent. — the  money  for  this  extension  of  our  present 
dental  scheme  to  be  paid  from  our  Voluntary  Funds. 

It  has  been  said  “that  the  diseases  attributed  to,  and  in  many 
cases,  directly  traceable  to,  oral  sepsis  form  a most  formidable 
array,  and  range  from  affections,  of  the  ear,  nose  and  throat,  to  the 
more  distant  appendicitis,  and  the  apparently  unconneqted  arthritis 
deformans.” 

Quite  recently  a number  of  Centre  Mothers  have  had  dentures, 
with  marked  improvement  to  their  general  health — the  reflex  effect  on 
the  unweaned  infant  is  less  gasttric  troubles  from  the  more  prolonged 
breast  feeding — and  immunity  from  many  disturbances  that  affect 
bottle-fed  infants. 

On  December  31st,  2,912  were  on  the  Centre  Registers — 1,322 
mothers,  291  infants,  1,299  children — 1,016  of  these  individuals  were 
entrants. 

During  the  year,  2,753  individuals  were  examined  at  the  five 
centres  : 1,083  mothers,  800  infants,  870  children.  With  the  group 
of  mothers,  244  expectants  are  included. 

Total  Centre  attendances,  30,333. 

The  ladies  of  the  Voluntary  Committee  carry  on  all  the  Centre 
activities  from  week  to  week.  They  cut  out  work  and  patterns,  manage 
clubs,  supervise  teas,  welcome  new  arrivals  and  make  the  Centres 
bright  and  attractive  to  all  comers.  Their  presence  gives  the  right 
atmosphere  and  their  help  is  invaluable  in  the  working  out  of  all 
schemes  for  social  progress, 
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Alexandra  Centre. 


Miss  Evans  is  in  charge  of  this  Centre.  She  has  757  individuals 
registers,  282  mothers,  129  infants,  346  children.  Entrants, 
192.  71  niothei  s,  73  infants,  48  children.  This  Centre  is  open  on 
Wednesdays.  Miss.  Evans  has  weighed  168  infants,  444  times;  98 
children  196  times.  Total  weighings  at  Alexandra  Centre,  640. 

34  babies  have  been  born  to  Centre  Mothers,  to  19  of  these  a 
flannel  has  been  given.  Value  of  these  gifts  £3  6s.  6d. 

The  Committee  ladies  have  supervised  the  making  of  153  gar- 
ments; these  have  been  sold  for  £11  2s.  7d.  The  interest  paid  to 
23  members  of  the  Maternity  Club  amounted  to  £5  7s.  4d.  Tea 
money  taken  during  the  year,  £8  3s.  Id. 


Central  Centre. 

Miss  Burton  is  in  charge  of  our  largest  Centre.  She  has  1,207 
individuals  on  her  registers,  469  mothers,  194  infants,  544  children. 
Central  Centre  is  open  on  Monday  and  Wednesday  afternoons. 
Entrants,  273,  or  110  mothers,  97  infants,  66  chiMren.  Miss  Burton 
has  weighed  241  infants  650  times,  169  children  381  times.  The 
weighings  total  1,031. 

Thirty-nine  babies  have  been  born  to  Centre  mothers ; 22  infants 
have  received  a gift  flannel.  Value  of  these  gifts  £3  17s.  Od.  The 
Committee  ladies  have  supervised  the  making  of  157  garments  and 
36  yards  of  flannel  made  up  at  home;  the  money  realised  for  sale  of 
these,  £16  Is.  2d.  Paid  as  interest  to  31  members  of  the  Maternity 
Club,  £9  Os.

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The  Centre  pattern  departments  have  been  kept  busy  during  the 
year.  Children’s  clothing  is  cut  out  at  the  Centre  and  made  up  at 
home.  The  well  cut  garments  worn  by  the  children  afford  an  object 
lesson  to  newcomers,  whose  children  may  be  wearing  ill  fitting,  ready 
made  clothes.  In  a very  short  time  these  garments  are  replaced  by 
others  of  superior  cut  and  quality. 

Knitted  coats  and  suits  for  toddlers  are  again  in  favour,  fine 
wool  is  used  and  more  careful  washing  and  drying  prevents  shrinkage. 
For  the  last  six  months  knitting  has  been  popular  in  all  the  Centres. 

The  oiitput  of  sewing  63 2 i garments,  is  28  less  than  in  the 
previou^s  year. 

Dressmaking  Classes  for  Mothers. 

The  sixth  winter  session  commenced  in  September.  Classes  are 
held  weekly  on  Monday  and  Tuesday  evenings,  in  Maindee  and  St. 
Woolos  Schools.  Our  Centre  mothers  are  eager  to  join  a class — the 
course  of  instruction  is  for  six  months.  The  prize  giving  in  March 
is  always  a notable  function.  It  was  held  at  the  Technical  College,  on 
21st  Marcli.  468  articles  were  pi'esented  by  the  members  of  Mrs. 
Godwin’s  classes.

I.  New  garment  made  from  old  one. 

II.  Re-modelling  worn  out  garment  of  parents  for  children. 

III.  Best  made  garment  from  old  one.

VII.  Knitted  socks  or  stockings. 

VIII.  Attendances. 

A pleasing  feature  of  this  year’s  exhibition  was  the  hand-craft 
stall,  some  articles  had  been  made  by  fathers. 

The  making  of  thrift  garments,  always  a feature  of  Centre  work, 
was  very  pronounced  in  the  display  of  work,  many  excellent  speci- 
mens were  shown.  Forty-four  needlework  prizes  were  given  by  the 
M.  and  C.W.  Committee;  the  books  given  as  prizes  for  attendance 
were  the  gift  of  the  Education  Committee.  Twelve  extra  prizes 
were  provided  by  the  ladies. 

The  Centre  Play  Rooms. 

Mothers  gladly  place  their  children  one  afternoon  a week  m 
dicse  pleasant  Centre  roen.s,  vxhere  so  much  is  done  to  amuse  and 
interest  the  little  ones. 
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Two  girl  guides  are  now  giving  their  services  weekly  and  have 
been  of  great  assistance  to  our  voluntary  staff — more  help  is  needed 
in  the  playrooms — there  are  so  many  entranis  every  quarter,  that  it 
is  difficult  to  have  organised  games.  When  a piano  is  available 
organised  play  or  marching  to  music  is  enjoyed  by  all  the  children. 

Mothercraft  Classes  in  Girls  Schools. 

Three  of  our  Health  Visitors  conduct  weekly  classes  for  senior 
girls  in  Maindee,  St.  Woolos,  and  Crindau  Schools.  Miss  Harris 
has  a flourishing  class  in  Maindee.  She  has.  given  practical  instruction 
and  a course  of  lectures  every  session  for  the  last  six  years.  Miss 
Burton  has  taught  the  St.  Woolos  girls,  with  great  success  for  the 
past  five  years  and  Miss  Waldron  has  taught  Crindau  girls  for 
nearly  four  years. 

It  is  twelve  years  since  Miss  Taylor  started  a mothercraft  class 
in  IN'Iaindee— she  held  the  position  six  years  and  Miss  Harris  carrie.' 
on  the  work.  All  centre  members  take  a great  interest  in  the  pro- 
gress of  our  mothercraft  classes,  as  a special  treat  the  girls  are  some- 
times invited  to  the  Centres  and  give  a demonstration  to  the  members 
on  practical  mothercraft. 

Motliers  watch  the  deft,  quick  movements  of  these  girls  whh 
deep  attention,  those  who  have  experienced  difficulties  in  home-making 
realize  that  to  the  girl  instructed  in  mothercraft,  many  of  these  diffi- 
culties will  vanish.  I should  like  to  see  mothercraft  classes  estab- 
lished in  all  schools  for  girls. 

• 

Three  years  ago  the  gift  of  several  hundred  books  enabled  us  to 
start  reading  circles  in  Central  and  Crindau  Centres.  The  members 
of  Central  are  now  in  a position  to  help  another  Centre  with  a gift 
of  books.  These  Circles  are  self  supporting.  100  magazines  were 
added  at  Christmas,  from  weekly  subscriptions. 

The  work  has  been  progressing  steadily,  every  week  during  the 
year,  1,129  individuals  have  been  in  touch  with  the  staff  in  the 
Centres,  and  at  the  Clinic — of  these  1,129  individuals,  65  each  week 
were  “entrants”  or  new  patients.

The  average  death  rate  in  the  105  Great  Towns  for  1925  was  13. 
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281  deaths,  or  24.3  per  cent,  of  the  nett  deaths,  occurred  in 
Public  Institutions,  namely,  Wooloston  House,  142;  Royal  Gwent 
Hospital,  81 ; Allt-yr-yn  Hospital,  5 ; and  other  Institutions  outside 
the  Borough,  53.  In  addition,  126  deaths  of  non-residents  occurred 
in  the  Borough,  namely,  at  Royal  Gwent  Hospital,  66 ; Wooloston 
House,  42;  Public  Works  and  Places,  1 ; Private  Institutions,  etc.,  11 ; 
on  Boardship,  1 ; and  Allt-yr-yn  Hospital,  5. 


Ward  Statistics. 

St.  Julians  (9.1)  and  Maindee  (9.8)  Wards  had  the  lowest  death 
rates  from  all  causes,  whilst  Central  (18.47)  and  Crindau  (14.31) 
Wards  had  the  highest  death  rates  from  all  causes. 


The  death  rate  in  the  Central  Ward  has  always  been  considerably 
higher  than  in  the  other  Wards.  On  an  average  it  has  exceeded  the 
general  death  rate  in  the  town  during  the  last  5 years  by  5.9  per 
1,000  of  the  population. 


The  Infantile  death  rates  were  lowest  in  Maindee  (53.1)  and 
Caerau  (67.1)  Wards,  and  highest  in  Crindau  (129.8)  and  Central 
(114.4)  Wards. 


The  total  Zymotic  death  rate  was  lowest  in  St.  Woolos  (1-27) 
and  Maindee  (1.56),  and  highest  in  Central  (3.72)  and  Crindau  (3.5). 


The  Tuberculosis  death  rate  was  lowest  in  St.  Woolos  (.38),  and 
Tredegar  (.86),  and  highest  in  Victoria  (1.91)  and  Crindau  (1.85) 


The  average  Tuberculosis  death  rates  for  the  last  five  years  in 
the  Wards  were  as  follows  : — Crindau,  1.35 ; Caerau,  1.1 ; St.  Woolens, 
73'  Tredegar,  1.45;  Alexandra,  1.4;  Central,  1.8;  St.  Julian,  .9/, 
Maindee,  1.35;  Victoria,  1.32;  Lliswerry,  1.27.  The  average  for  the 
town  during  that  period  was  1.28. 


Respiratory  diseases  were  least  fatal  in  St.  Woolos  (1.27)  and 
Maindee  (1.30)  and  most  fatal  in  Central  (3.1)  and  Crindau  (2.98). 


Cancer  was  most  fatal  in  Central  (2.36),  Caerau  (2.14),  and 
Victoria  (1.7)  and  lowe.st  in  Crindau  (.822)  and  Alexandra  (.87). 
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The  average  cancer  death  rate  for  the  last  5 years  in  the  various

The  Cancer  death  rate  in  1925  was  the  higjiest  on  record. 
Zymotic  Mortality. 

The  total  deaths  from  diseases,  of  this  nature  numbered  237 
compared  with  192  in  1924,  231  in  1923,  288  in  1922,  217  in  1921. 
The  Zymotic  death  rate  was  2.43  per  1,000  inhabitants  per  annum; 
the  average  for  the  past  5 years  was  2.43.  These  diseases  accounted 
for  20.5  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths.  The  diseases,  included  under 
the  classification  “Seven  Principal  Zymotic  Diseases”  cannot  now  be 
considered  as  the  most  important  infectious  diseases,  as.  Tuberculosis, 
although  not  included  in  the  list,  is  responsible  for  nearly  half  the 
total  deaths  from  such  diseases.  The  237  deaths  were  due  to  the 
following  diseases  : — Tuberculosis,  128  (lungs  104,  other  forms  24)  ; 
Measles,  17;  Influenza,  27;  Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup,  2; 
Zymotic  Diarrhoea  (under  2 years),  12 ; Whooping  Cough,  27 ; 
Venereal  Diseases,  3;  Puerperal  Fever,  7;  Scarlet  Fever,  2; 
Erysipelas,  2;  Enteric  Fever,  2;  Encephalitis  Lethargica,  2;  other 
Zymotic  Diseases,  6.  Tuberculosis,  Influenza  and  Whooping 
Cough  were  respontsible  for  77  per  cent,  of  the  .total  deaths  from 
Zymotic  Diseases. 

The  highest  Zymotic  death  rate  was.  in  the  Central  Ward  (3.88), 
and  the  lowest  was  in  St.  Julians  (1'.75). 

VACCINATION. 

The  percentage  of  children  successfully  vaccinated  during  1925 
was  33.9  per  cent.,  compared  with  42.6  in  1924.  In  1897  it  was  93 
per  cent.  It  has  been  gradually  going  down  since  “exemption”  was 
made  easy.  Attention  has  been  drawn  to  this  national  danger  in 
every  report. 
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It  is  a great  calamity  that  the  inhabitants  of  this  country  should 
have  neglected  their  opportunities  to  protect  themselves  against  Small 
Pox. 


DIARRHGEAL  DISEASES  (Death  Rate  .123). 

The  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis  under  2 years  of  age 
were  12.  All  of  them  were  under  12  months  of  age.  Reference 
is  made  to  this  disease  under  Infantile  death  rates. 


^Fbr  comparison  the  death  rates  from  ■ Diarrhoea  under  2 years 
of  age  per  1,000  births  have  been  calculated  for  a number  of,  years.

The  Diarrhoeal  death  rate  among  children  under  2 years  in  the 
105  Great  Towns  was  10.8  per  1,000  births  and  in  England  and  Wales 
8.8,  compared  with  6.03  at  Newport. 

Persistent  efforts,  towards  improving  infant  hygiene,  better 
domestic  and  street  hygiene,  the  reduction  in  the  number  of  horses 
in  the  town,  and  special  attention  to  the  prevention  of  flies  around 
the  stables,  with  a consequent  reduction  in  the  fly  population,  have 
undoubtedly  had  a material  effect  in  combating  this  disease.  All 
these  things  afford  a strong  testimony  of  the  value  of  a progiessive 
policy  in  general  hygiene  and  the  education  of  the  people  in  hygiene 
through  the  agency  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  \Velfare  Department 
of  the  Corporation. 


WHOOPING  COUGH  (Death  Rate  .277). 

This  disease  was  epidemic  in  the  town  during  1925. 

638  cases  were  discovered  or  reported,  by  the  School  Attendance 
Officers,  etc.,  and  27  deaths  occurred;  13  of  them  were  among  infants 
under  12  months  of  age.  The  number  of  deaths  was  above  the 
average  of  recent  years  and  above  the  rate  for  the  Great  Tovois.  2^ 
of  the  638  cases  were  under  school  age. 
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MEASLES  (Death  Rate  .174). 

Measles  became  vei*y  prevalent  during  the  first  quarter,  when 
1,128  cases  were  reported,  whilst  54o  occurred  in  the  second  quarter. 
1,684  cases  were  reported  to  the  Health  Department  during  the  year 
and  17  deaths  occurred.  The  average  death  rate  from  measles 
during  the  last  5 years  was  .15. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  NOTIFICATION  ACTS. 

The  diseases  now  notifiable  are  Small  Pox,  Scarlet  Fever, 
Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup,  Typhus,  Typhoid  or  Enteric  and 
Para-Typhoid  Fever,  Continued  Fever,  Cholera,  Relapsing  Fever, 
Plague,  Puei-peral  Fever,  Erysipelas,  Pneumonia  (Acute,  Primar}^ 
and  Influenzal),  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever,  Acute  Poliomyelitis,  Acute 
Polio-Encephalitis,  Encephalitis-Lethargica,  Trench  Fever,  Dysentery  , 
Tuberculosis,  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  and  Malaria. 

The  number  of  notifications  received  during  1925  was  724  com- 
pared with  760  in  1923,  and  650  during  1924. 

2,794  visits  and  re-visits  in  connection  with  the  supervision  of 
Infectious  Diseases  were  made  by  the  Staff.  595  houses  were  dis- 
infeqted,  and  3,335  articles  were  removed  for  d'sinfection,  41  articles 
were  destroyed. 

3,490  bottles  of  Disinfectant  were  supplied  to  houses  where 
infectious  diseases  of  various  kinds  occurred  and  for  choked  drains ; 
and  1671bs.  of  sulphur  were  supplied  free  for  the  fumigation  of 
verminous  houses. 

SCARLET  FEVER  (Death  Rate  .02). 

154  cases  were  notified  and  2 ended  fatally.  The  disease  was 
prevalent  from  the  end  of  1919  to  1921,  inclusive.  The  average 
number  of  cases;  per  annum  during  the  last  five  years  was  313. 

The  Wards  chiefly  affected  were  St.  Julian  with  30  cases,  and 
Lliswerry  with  29  cases.  There  were  only  6 cases  in  the  Central 
Ward.  The  disease  was  of  a mild  type,  the  death  rate  being  .02 
compared  with  .037  in  the  great  towns.  The  percentage  of  cases 
removed  to  Hospital  was  84. 

DIPHTPIERIA  AND  MEMBRANOUS  CROUP. 

(Death  Rate  .020). 

54  cases  were  notified.  There  were  2 deaths,  compared  with 
81  cases  and  6 deaths  in  1923,  and  with  36  cases  and  no  deatlis  in 
1924.  The  death  rate  during  1925  in  the  great  towns  averaged  .084 
per  1,000  per  annum,  compared  with  .03  at  Newport. 
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No  ward  was  quite  free  from  the  disease,  but  only  2 cases  were 
notified  in  Aiaindee  and  3 in  Victoria.  St.  Woolens  Ward  contributed 
the  greatest  number  of  cases,  namely,  12. 

Special  precautions  were  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection. 
Swabs  were  taken  from  the  throats  and  nasal  cavities  of  scholars  in 
coDitact  with  school  cases  by  the  School  Nurses,  and  of  those  at  home 
not  of  school  age  and  “neighbour  contacts,”  by  Health.  Visitors  or 
the  Medical  Attendants.  In  this,  way  25  germ  carriers  were  dis- 
covered and  kept  under  observation  and  supervision. 

Swabs  from  a large  number  of  suspicious  sore  throats  were  also 
examined.  87  per  cen;':.  of  the  notified  cases  of  Diphtheria  wer.’ 
removed  to  Hospital. 

Antitoxin  has  been  kept  in  stock  at  the  Health  Department  for 
the  last  31  years,  for  the  use  of  medical  men,  in  order  to  ensure  early 
administration ; but  in  many  cases  the  injection  of  antitoxin  has  been 
postponed  until  after  admission  to  Hospital.  This  may  mean  a delay 
of  several  days- — a fatal  delay  in  some  cases. 

720,000  units  (98  phials)  of  Antitoxin  were  supplied  to  medical 
men  for  notified  or  suspected  cases.  The  administration  of  Anti- 
toxin before  admission  of  the  cases  into  hospital  greatly  improves  the 
chances  of  recovery  in  serious  cases. 

Reference  is  made  elsewhere  to  the  large  amount  of  Bacterio- 
logical work  done  at  the  Health  Department  in  connection  with 
Diphtheria. 

TYPHOID  OR  ENTERIC  FEVER  (Death  Rate  .01). 

Under  this  head  Para  Typhoid  A and  B are  also  included. 

39  cases  were  notified  and  one  died.  The  case  rate  per  1,000 
inhabitants , was  .144  and  death  rate  .01. 

There  were  more  cases  during  1925  than  during  any  year  since 
1908.  With  the  exception  of  3,  they  were  all  cases  of  Para-T)Tphoid 
B,  which  was  the  disease  that  affected  our  soldiers  so  disastrously 
during  the  Galipoli  campaign. 

The  wards  affected  were  as  follows: — Alexandra,  11;  Tredegar, 
8;  St.  Julians,  7;  St.  Woolos,  6;  Crindau,  3;  Caerau,  2;  Central,  1; 
and  Lliswerry,  1. 

The  sewers  in  Alexandra  and  Tredegar  Wards  are  very  .old, 
dilapidated,  defective  in  gradient,  witli  large  amounts  of  silt  in  some 
of  them. 
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These  were  being  attended  thoroughly  during  the  year  and 
£10,000  was  provided  in  die  estimates  for  renewing  these  sewers  in 
1926! 

Neither  water  supply,  milk  supplies,  shell  fish,  watercress,  nor 
occupation  were  apparently  responsible  for  the  spread  of  the  disease. 

The  ages  of  the  patients  varied  from  10  months  to  52  years  of 

age. 


On  the  occurrences  of  the  first  few  easels  a circular  letter  was  sent 
to  all  medical  practitioners  drawing  attention  to  the  fact  that  cases 
had  occurred  in  the  town  recently  and  asking  them  to  forward  speci- 
mens of  blood  from  suspected  cases  for  examination. 

Two  medical  men  reported  that  they  had  had  cases  of  very  slow 
convalescence  after  so  called  attacks  of  gastric  influenza,  and  they 
thought  that  possibly  undetected  cases  might  have  occurred  during 
the  winter  and  spring  epidemic  of  influenza,  but  enquiries  in 
reference  to  the  occurrence  of  previous  cases  of  illness  in  the  houses, 
affected  did  not  throw  any  light  on  the  subject. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

[Death  Rate — All  forms,  1.315  (Lungs,  1.068;  Other  forms,  0,247) J 

Notifications. — 166  cases  of  Tuberculosis  of  the  Lungs  were 
notified  in  1925;  114  of  these  were  alive  at  the  end  of  the  year,  or  69 
per  cent.,  compared  with  62  per  cent,  in  1923,  and  with  70  per  cent, 
in  1924. 

68  were  notified  to  be  suffering  from  other  forms  of  the  disease, 
and  52  of  these  were  alive  at  the  end  of  the  year  (77  per  cent.)  com- 
pared with  65  per  cent,  in  1923,  and  with  84  per  cent,  in  1924.

The  death  rate  from  Phthisis  has  not  fallen  in  proportion  to  the 
reduced  number  of  cases  notified.  In  fact  there  has  been  a slight 
increase  in  the  death  rate  during  the  last  three  years,  whereas  it  has 
gone  down  somewhat  in  England  and  Wales. 


# 
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The  number  ’Of  cases  notified  in  1914  was  302,  and  the  deaths 
were  102,  compared  with  141  notifications  in  1924  and  100  deaths. 
Since  1909  the  notifications  have  gradually  approached  the  deaths 
from  Phthisis.  It  would  appear  therefore  that  either  a considerable 
number  of  cases  are  not  notified  or  the  disease  has  become  more 
fatal,  but  lesis  prevalent. 

Analysis  of  the  figures  for  previous  years  also  brings  out  the 
following  facts.  The  percentage  alive  at  the  end  of  the  years  of 
notification  from  1913  to  1925  were  as  follows  : — 79,  75.5,  71.29,  76.0T, 
53.88,  63.6,  58.8,  57.6,  59.58,  46.6,  62.2,  70,  and  84  (1925). 

In  my  report  for  1922,  comparisons  were  made  between  the 
figures  for  1912  and  1921,  in  reference  to  the  after  history  of  cases 
after  notification. 

The  publicity  given  to  the  subject  of  Tuberculosis  has  probably 
created  an  objection  on  the  part  of  many  householders  to  having 
Tubercular  cases  as  subtenants  and  has  lead  to  the  refusal  of  some 
property  owner/s  to  accept  Tubercular  cases  as  tenants. 

This  has.  undoubtedly  caused  sufiferers  from  tlie  disease  to  refrain 
from  consulting  their  medical  attendants  until  the  disease  has  become 
well  advanced  in  many  cases. 

To  ensure  the  early  diagnosis  of  cases,  the  examination  of  con- 
tacts is  a very  important  branch  of  the  work  of  the  Tuberculosis 
Institute.  176  such  cases  were  examined  by  Dr.  Johnson  or  his 
Assistant  during  1925,  compared  with  208  in  1924,  224  in  1923,  14 1 
in  1922,  and  140  in  1921. 

, Figures,  show  that  there  was  a slight  increase  in  the  Tuberculosis 
death-rate  at  Newport  during  1925,  but  there  has  been  a considerable 
reduction  in  the  death-rate  from,  other  fonns  of  Tuberculosis  com- 
pared with  the  period  1900-09 — .38  to  .247. 

Arrangements  were  made  during  1923  for  the  Tuberculosis  Nurse 
to  be  taken  over  from  the  Welsh  National  Memorial  Association  to 
the  Health  Department,  in  order  to  improve  the  co-ordination  of  the 
work. 

The  after  care  of  Tuberculosis  cases  which  have  been  at  Institu- 
tions requires  more  consideration  in  the  following  directions.  Such 
work  should  be  included  in  the  Tuberculosis  Scheme. 

i.  Systematic  supervision  of  advanced  cases  living  ai  home. 

ii.  Greater  co-ordination  with  charities  re  advanced  cases. 

iii.  Extra  nourishment  for  ex-Sanatorium  and  ex-Hospital  cases. 
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iv.  Loan  of  shelters  and  beds,  medical  comforts — such  as  bed- 
pans,  air  cushions,  air  beds,  etc.,  for  advanced  cases. 

V.  Surgical  dressings  for  home  nursed  cases.

CHICKEN  POX. 


During  the  year  326  cases  came  to  the  knowledge  of  the  depart- 
ment. It  was  most  prevalent  during  the  first  quarter,  when  129  cases 
were  reported,  whilst  121  were  reported  in  the  fourth  quarter. 

VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

Facilities  for  free  treatment  for  all  suflFering  from  Venereal 
Diseases  are  provided  by  arrangement  with  the  Direqtors  of  the  Roval 
Cwent  Hospital,  at  the  Out-Patient  Department. 
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Since  January,  1921,  the  arrangements  for  treatment  have 
included  five  sessions  per  week,  plus,  a session  for  special  appoint- 
ments, namely  : — 


Males — Mondays,  4 p.m. ; Wednesdays,  2 p.m. ; Thursdays,  after 
Clinic  for  females  (special  appointments  only);  Fridays, 
6 p.m. 

Females — Mondays,  2 p.m. ; Thursdays,  2 p.m. 

Notices  are  hung  up  at  Public  and  “Public  Houses”  lavatories 
giving  particulars  of  the  days  and  hours  of  the  Clinics.  Those  in 
and  near  the  docks,  are  printed  in  four  languages  for  the  convenience 
of  Foreign  Seafaring  men. 

An  irrigation  department,  adjoining  the  Out-Patients  Department 
was  erected  and  equipped  for  providing  irrigation  treatment  for  males 
between  their  attendances  at  the  medical  sessions;  this  is  already 
inadequate  at  times.

The  number  of  “In-Patient”  days  in  1925  was  669  compared  with 
568  in  1924. 


The  number  of  doses  of  Salvarsan  Substitute  given  out  to  private 
practitioners  from  the  Health  Department  was  381  compared  with  182 
in  1924,  209  in  1923,  156  in  1922  and  237  in  1921. 

Facilities  exist  for  the  admission  of  girls  or  women  requiring 
special  indoor  treatment  at  Cheltenham,  and  in  London.  Cases  will 
be  sent  there  if  necessary. 

The  number  of  patients  both  male  and  female  who  cease  to 
attend  before  completing  treatment  is  still  unsatisfactory.  In  the 
cases  of  sailors  this  is  unavoidable.  They  are,  however,  provided 
with  circulars  giving  information  as.  to  facilities  for  treatment  in 
other  ports,  etc.,  and  they  are  provided  with  cards  upon  which  the 
treatment  given  is  entered. 


This  failure  on  the  part  of  a large  proportion  of  the  patients  to 
continue  /treatment  until  the  recognised  course  has  been  completed  has 

^’^tile  a large  amount  of  the  expenditure 
Public  Authorities  in  attempting  to  reduce  the  ravages  of  Venereal 
Diseases.  It  patients,  accept  free  treatment  it  is  clearly  their  duA 
to  persevere  with  the  treatment  un^il  cured.  A modified  svstem  of 
notification  of  Vener^l  Diseases,  including  the  compulsoi\'  notifi- 
cation to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  cases  which  have  given  up 
treatment  prematurely  would  be  beneficial  in  that  direction.  ^

76  per  cent,  of  the  cases  notified  in  the  town  were  removed  to 
Hospital.  12  cases  were  also  admitted  from  outside  districts  makinv 
a total  of  129  cases  with  2 deaths.  The  average  age  of  the  patients 
was  8.3  yeans,  and  the  average  stay  in  Hospital  of  those  who  recovered 
was  40  days. 


Typhoid  Fever. 

40  cases  were  admitted  into  Hospital — 35  of  these  were  from 
the  town.  87  per  cent,  of  the  notified  cases  received  hospital  trent- 
nient.  The  fatality  rate  was  7.5  per  cent,  of  the  cases  admitted. 
The  average  age  of  the  patientis  was  16.3  years,  and  the  average  stay 
in  hospital  of  the  cases  that  re-covered  was  30.5  days. 


Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup. 

47  of  the  54  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified  (87  per  cent.)  were 
admitted  into  Hospital ; 72  were  also  admitted  from  outside  districts, 
and  one  from  the  Barracks,  making  a total  of  120  cases.  Four  cases 
proved  fatal.  The  fcitality  of  the  Diphtheria,  including  Membranous 
Croup  cases,  was  3.3  per  cent.  The  average  stay  of  those  who 
recovered  was  27.5  days,  and  the  average  age  of  all  the  patients  was 
9.7  years.

In  many  towms  thie  bacteriological  work  is  done  under  contract

tious  performance  of  the  work  of  diagnosis,  etc. 


PROPAGANDA  AND  PUBLICITY  WORK. 

From  March  2nd  to  8th  (inclusive)  a Health  Week  was  organised. 

Si  held— 8 on  the  east  side  of  the  river,  and  13  on 

attendances  numbered  12.890,  plus 
some  3,000  reached  by  means,  of  the  “Attractascope,”  total  of  15  890 
persons  reached  directly ; but  undoubted^  a very  large  number  were 
reached  indirectly,  by  means  of  literaiture  sold  and  distributed 
advertisements  (newspaper,  car-bills  and  hand-bills)  Cross-Woid 
Puzzle,  and  newspaper  articles.  ^ 

At  the  beginning  of  the  week  the  attendances  were  not  so  satis- 
factjy  a-s  one  could  desire,  but  they  improved  as  the  week  prt 

until  al’th'e  finT'''  campaign  accumulated  enorraoSlv, 

frSl  f Mms  on  Sunday  night,  the  “Empire”  was  packed 

from  lloor  to  ceiling;  hundreds  were  turned  away.  The  number 
who  gained  admission  was  about  2,500.  uumoti 
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The  lecturer  from  the  National  Council  for  Combating  Venereal 
Diseases,  Mr.  Partington,  worked  hard,  and  did  his  part  well.  His 
powerful  appeals  were  very  effective  and  greatly  appreciated.  The 
lecturer  from  Messrs.  D.  & W.  Gibbs  also  gave  some  useful  talks  on 
teeth.  The  films  shown  throughout  the  week  covered  a very  wide 
range  of  Public  Health  subjects,  and  served  to  impress  on  the 
audiences  valuable  lessons  in  Health  matters. 

The  meetings  for  schoolchildren  undoubtedly  were  very  success- 
ful and  instructive,  and  the  Committee’s  thanks  are  due  to  the 
Education  Committee  and  to  Mr.  Eaves  for  arranging  for  the 
attendance  of  so  many  school  children. 


Advertising. 

No  less  than  55,000  hand-bills  were  distributed,  3 advertisements 
appeared  in  The  South  Wales  Ar^us  as  well  as  a Cross-Word  Puzzle 
on  Health  Week,  posters  were  displayed  in  the  tram-cars,  and  sand- 
wich boards  were  used.  The  “Attractascope”  was  displayed  as  often 
as  possible  in  Queen’s  Square,  and  other  means  of  advertising  were 
adopted. 

The  campaign  involved  an  immense  amount  of  work,  but  the 
results,  I feel  sure,  justify  the  eflort  and  t!he  cost.  The  total  cost  was 
£112’ 9s.  5d.,  less  £20  18s.  Od.  received  from  collections  and 
£2  16s.  5d.  by  sale  of  literature— nett  cost  £88  15s.  Od. 

The  final  nett  cost  to  the  Corporation  after  deducting  the 
receipts  from  Government  Grant  was  £36  19s.  7d.  of  which  V.D. 
Account  pays  £14  15s.  lOd. 


NEWPORT  CORPORATION  MORTUARY. 

The  town  possesses  a model  Mortuary  with  accommodation  for 
8 bodies,  separate  inspection  and  postmortem  rooms,  with  lavatories 
etc.  The  Mortuary  is  under  the  administrative  control  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.  One  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  acts  as  I\Iortuary

IN  NEWPORT.

Alit-yr-yn  Hospital. — For  infectious  diseases  including  Scarlet 
Fever,  Typhoid  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Pneumonia,  Influenzal  Pneumonia, 
Cerebro  Spinal  Fever,  Encephalitis  Lethargica,  Pneumonia,  compli- 
cated cajses  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough,  Poliomyelitis,  Puerperal 
Fever  and  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  (mother  and  child). 

It  is  contemplated  to  use  one  Pavilion  for  Orthopaedic  cases  after 
operation. 

Cases  from  outside  areas  are  admitted. 

Cefn  Port  Sanitary  Hospital. — This.  Hospital  is  used  for  Small 
Pox  cases  in  the  town  or  port.  Cases  from  outside  are  also  admitted. 

Tuberculosis. — The  W.N.M.  A’steociation  have  contracted  to  pro- 
vide Hospital,  Sanatorium  and  Dispensary  treatment  for  Newport 
cases. 

The  nurse  attached  to  the  Dispensary  is  provided  by  the  Health 
Committee  and  she  visits  cases  at  their  homes. 

Maternity  Hospitals. — The  Corporation  have  arranged  for  the 
admission  of  cases  recommended  by  the  Medical  Staff  of  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Scheme  to  a private  nursing  home.  Patients 
contribute  towards  the  cost  according  to  their  means. 

The  Corporation  also  subsidise  the  Nantyderry  Home  for  un- 
married mothers  for  admission  of  such  cases  for  confinement  and 
subsequent  stay  up  to  a period  of  six  months. 

Complicated  cases  of  labour  and  Puerperal  Fever  are  also 
admiljted  to  the  Royal  Gwent  Plospital,  whilst  Wooloston  House 
Infirmary  has  a large  Maternity  Flome  for  poor  law  cases. 
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Hospital  for  Children. 

Royal  Gzveni  Hospital. — The  Corporation  through  the  Mayor 
subscribe  towards  the  Hospital.  Sick  Children  are  admitted  there  and 
also  into  Wooloston  House  Infirmary. 

Ihe  Maternity  and  Chald  Welfare  Committee  pay  for  Orthopaedic 
cases  admitted  from  the  Clinic  into  tihe  Prince  of  Wales  Hospital. 
Cardiff. 

The  Corporation  also  subscribe  to  the  Porthcawl  Rest  for 
admission  notes  for  mothers  requiring  rest,  etc. 

Professional  Nurs.ng  in  the  Home — Since  the  closure  of  the  Home 
Nursing  Association  for  the  Sick  Poor  in  Commercial  Road,  there 
has.  been  no  provision  for  the  home  nursing  of  the  sick,  apart  from 
Private  Nursing  Associations.  During  periods  of  epidemic  the 
Health  Committee  has  employed  nurses  temporarily  for  nursing 
children  at  their  own  homes. 


ADMINISTRATION  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACTS,  MILK 
AND  CREAM  REGULATIONS  AND  KINDRED  ACTS  AND 

REGULATIONS. 

During  the  year,  205  samples  of  various  food|s  (19  different  kind-^) 
were  taken  and  submitted  for  analysis.  134  of  these  were  formal 
samples  and  71  informal.  6.7  per  cent,  of  the  former  and  3 per  cent, 
of  the  latter  were  found  to  be  adulterated.  The  percentage  adulter- 
ation of  all  samples  taken  was  5.0.  For  the  previous  seven  years  the 
figures  were  11.25,  5.7,  4.8,  7.0,  3.0,  4.76,  and  2.45. 

The  articles  found  to  be  adulterated  were  6 samples  of  separated 
inilk  (all  containing  added  water),  2 of  apples  containing  arsenic,  and 
3 of  tinned  peas  containing  copper. 

Preservatives  in  Food. — Boric  acid  was  found  in  several  sample.s 
of  butter  and  margarine  in  quantities  varying  from  4 to  29.4  grains 
of  Boric  Acid  per  lb. 

Some  of  the  locally  made  sausages  also  contained  varying  amounts 
of  Boric  Acid.  The  fact  that  the  amount  varied  considerably  shows 
that  the  trade  does  not  know  its  own  mind  in  the  matter.  Some 
saui.^ages  imported  from  other  towns  on  the  other  hand  contained  no 
preservatives.  Local  makers  should  therefore  be  able  to  do  the  same. 
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Arsenic  in  Foods. — All  the  samples  of  apples  (which  were  of 
American  origin)  were  found  to  contain  arsenic — the  amount  in  each 
of  17  samples  was  less  than  1/lOOth  of  a grain  per  lb,  and  therefore 
could  not  be  considered  to  be  adulterated  but  two  samples  contained 
respectively  l/52nd  and  l/66th  of  a grain  per  lb.  they  belonged  to  one 
consignment  which  was  traced  and  arrangements  made  with  the  owner 
to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  remove  the  poisonous  substance,  which 
fortunately  is  found  only  on  the  surface  of  the  fruit. 

Arsenic  was  also  found  in  each  of  the  4 samples  of  Icing  sugai- 
submitted  for  analysis,  but  in  quantities  less  than  1/lOOth  of  a grain 
per  lb.,  therefore  no  action  could  be  taken.  The  increasing  number 
•of  articles  of  fpod  found  to  contain  arsenic  is  somewhat  alarming 
especially  as  the  poison  is.  an  accumulative  one. 

^ Quality  of  Milk. — The  quality  of  the  unadulterated  milk  sampled 
during  the  year  was  slightly  below  the  average  for  the  past  11  years, 
both  as  regards  milk  fat  and  solids  not  fat.  The  figures  were  : —

38  of  the  81  genuine  samples,  contained  less,  than  3.5  per  cent, 
of  fat,  whilst  14  samples  contained  4.0  per  cent,  and  over.  13  of  the 
samples  contained  less  than  8.7  per  cent,  of  solids  not  fat  and  32  had 
8.9  per  cent,  and  over. 


As  to  seasonal  variation,  the  sample's  taken  in  the  fourth  quarter 
of  the  y^r  were  the  richest  in  quality,  both,  in  regard  to  milk  fat  and 
the  non-fatty  solids — 3.95  per  cent,  and  9.0  per  cenf.  respectively.  The 

second  quarters  were  the  poorest  in 
milk  fat  (3.45  per  cent.)  and  those  taken  in  the  second  quarter  gave 
the  lowest  figure  for  solids  not  fat  8.74  per  cent. 


There  is  a common  impression  that  Sunday  mornings  milk  supply 
contains  the  least  fat— seven  samples  were  taken  one  Sunday  morning

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It  has  been  recognised  for  some  years  that  the  supply  is  not  equal 
to  the  requirements  of  the  town,  particularly  during  years  with  low 
rain  falls.  Parliamentary  sanction  was  obtained  in  1920  for  the 
Talybont  Scheme,  according  to  which  the  Qjrporattion  is  empowered 
to  draw  the  whole  of  the  water  of  the  upper  portion  of  the  Caerfennell 
Valley,  with  the  exception  of  a quarter  of  a million  gallons  a day  of 
compensa,tion  water.  The  gathering  area  consists  of  upland  moors  on 
thie  S.E.  of  the  Brecon  Beacons.  The  water  will  be  drawn  directly 
from  intakes  in  the  main  stream,  and  after  sedimentation  and  filtering 
through  mechanical  filters  will  be  conveyed  by  a main  capable  of 
supplying  about  4^  millions  of  gallons  per  day.  The  water  is  very 
soft,  the  hardness  varying  from  1 to  5 degrees,  during  flood  and  dry 
weather  respectively.  The  water  has  a certain  amount  of  Plumbo- 
solvency  action  during  floods  which  will  necessitate  treatment  at  times 
There  are  a few  farms  on  the  lower  portions  of  the  gathering  area 
whicih  will  also  need  dealing  with.  Apart  from  these  details  the 
water  is  a remarkably  pure  one  and  most  admirably  suitable  for 
domestic  and  manufacturing  purposes.  The  Scheme  will  be  com- 
pleted in  1927. 

With  the  exception  of  a few  houses  in  the  rural  areas  of  the  town, 
every  house  is  provided  with  a supply  of  water  from  the  Corporation* 
mainsk 
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RAT  AND  MICE  ACT. 

Two  professional  rat  catchers,  one  for  the  urban  and  one  for  the 
Port,  are  employed  by  the  Corporation,  and  undoubtedly  a great  im- 
provement has  been  brought  about  through  the  persistent  efforts  made 
to  reduce  the  rat  population  and  much  money  is  being  spent  by  trades- 
men, etc.,  in  rendering  their  premises  rat  proof.

From  the  end  of  1918  to  June  30th,  1926,  1,510  new  houses  have 
been  erected  within  the  borough,  whilst  34  have  been  struck  off  the 
rate  books.  On  the  basis  of  an  average  of  5.5  persons  per  house  in 
the  new  houses,  they  provided  accommodation  for  8,118  inhabitants, 
whilst  the  estimated  increase  in  the  population  during  that  period  was 
approximately  8,126,  but  during  the  last  three  years,  the  number  of 
houses  erected  have  more  than  provided  for  the  increase  in  the  popu- 
lation during  that  period. 

The  Housing  problem  is  closely  associated  with  the  financial 
condition  of  the  inhabitants.  At  the  end  of  1924,  there  were  2,972 
unemployed  persons  on  the  local  regi^'"''*.  compared  with  2,482  a.'’  the 
end  of  1923,  whilst  the  cost  of  living  index  figures  at  the  end  of  1923 
and  1024  was  77  and  81  respectively. 


l^revious  to  the  war,  reference  was  made  in  each  Annual  Repoit 
of  the  necessity  for  cottages  for  those  in  receipt  of  small  wages,  in 
order  to  reduce  the  overcrowding  among  the  poorer  classes.  This 
applies  in  particular  to  the  unskilled  workmen  with  sev-^'ral  children. 

The  houses  erected  in  towns  under  the  various  housing  schemes 
since  the  war,  has  benefited  those  who  can  afford  to  pay  the  rents 
charged,  especially  those  with  small  families;  but  the  conditions  under 
which  a large  proportion  of  the  poorer  people  live  constitute  a serious 
menace  to  the  heal'h  of  the  community  The  question  arises  v/hether 
the  financial  aspect  of  the  housing  question  should  override  the  public 
health  and  sociological  side  of  the  problem. 

Many  of  the  poorer  inhabitants  have  attempted  to  solve  this 
defect  in  our  housing  schemes  by  erecting-  “shanties”  and  tents,  anfi 
by  occupying  improvised  vans  in  agricultural  fields,  and  this  cannot 
be  prevented  unless  the  authorities  are  prepared  to  provide  wooden 
huts,  etc.,  for  the  more  or  less  temporal^  accommodation  of  such 
people.

In  ray  report  for  1923,  particulars  are  given  of  overcrowding 
conditions  revealed  by  the  cenlsus  of  1921.  It  was  mentioned  that 
there  were  4,673  families  at  the  time  when  that  census  was  taken, 
who  came  under  the  category  of  “two  room”  or  less  per  family,  and 
that  there  was  an  average  of  1.34  families  per  house  in  the  town. 

The  Census  return  showed  that  303  colliery  employees  and  their 
families  were  living  in  Newport,  owing  presumably  to  the  lack  of 
housing  accommodation  in  the  neighbouring  colliery  districts.

One  case  taken  before  local  Magistrates  under  Seations  91 — 94 
Public  Health  Act,  1875 — owner  to  pay  £2  2s.  Od.  costs.  The  con- 
tinuing penalty  was  avoided  by  the  owner  doing  the  necessary  repairs. 

With  the  above  exception,  in  all  cases  informal  notices  were 
served  and  the  requirements  were  complied  with  without  recourse  to 
statutory  action.  A total  of  19,388  visits  and  revisits  were  made  in 
connection  with  the  above  work.  1,125  houses  with  an  estimated 
population  of  6,637  persons  were  on  the  Supervision  List  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 


The  difficulty  of  finding  accommodation  for  the  tenants  occupyin  r 
the  12  houses  remaining  unfit  for  habitation  made  it  impossible  to 
obtain  closing  orders.  There  are  50  huts,  vans,  and  tents  in  occupa- 
tion in  addition  to  the  above. 


Flushing  Cisterns— 4S7  flushing  cisterns  were  fixed  on  old  proi> 
erties  during  the  year.  This  work  entailed  a total  of  1,598  visits  and 
re-viM_ts.  Very  material  progress  has  been  made  in  dealing  with  the 
provision  of  flushing  cisterns  throughout  the  town.  3,856  houses  hav“ 
been  provided  with  such  cisterns  since  1910,

Its  demands  on  the 
time  of  the  Inspectorial  Staff  are  increasing  continuously.  It  neces- 
sarily follows,  thait  less  inspections  are  possible  in  respect  to  other

Meat  Inspection. 

70,747  lbs — approximately  3^  tons  of  meat,  fish  and  tinned  j 
foods,  etc.,  were  condemned  and  surrendered  during  the  year.  3/5th  | 
of  this  total  was.  condemned  at  the  Public  Slaughter  House,  1/lOth  at  | 
the  provision  market,  and  nearly  2/7th  at  private  premises.  Over  | 
six  tons  of  Tuberculous  meat  was  condemned,  and  nearly  ten  tons  j 
of  the  condemned  food  was  decomposed — the  larger  portion  of  this  | 
consisted  of  consignments  of  fish  unfit  for  food.  ! 


A large  proportion  of  carcases  were  affected  by  “fluke  and  ! 
(Jj-Qpsy  and  nearly  five  tons  of  meat  had  to  be  condemned  owing  to  j 
the  prevalence  of  this  disease,  especially  among  sheep.  A numbei  | 
of  “screw”  animals  were  purchased  by  two  or  three  butcheis  and  j 
sent  to  the  Public  Slaughter  House,  this  lead  to  the  condemnation  of  j 
over  three  tons  of  “emaciated”  meat.  j 


The  protection  of  meat,  etc.,  from  contamination  has  lately 
received  very  commendable  attention ; but  of  still  greater  importance 
is  the  protection  of  foods  eaten  in  a raw  state,  such  as  milk,  buttev, 
cheese,  many  fruits  and  numerous  other  foods.

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Public  Slaughter  House. 


The  to^al  number  of  animals  slaughtered  there  m 1925  was  36,241 
inclucling  3,591  beasts,  2,251  calves,  12,181  piga,  6,898  sheep  and 
11  320  lambs,  compared  with  a total  of  26,826  animals  dunng  1913 
a typical  pre-war  year  and  with  an  average  of  33,960  duiing  the 
the  previous  five  years. 


Houses  Let  in  Lodgings. 

Bye-laws  exist  for  the  Regulation  of  these  premises.  Tbe  con- 
ditions of  overcrowding  which  exisit  in  the  town  have  seriously  intei- 
fered  with  their  proper  control.  157  inspections  were  made  to 
Registered  Sub-let  Houses  (of  which  there  were  16)  and  13  notices 
were  served  to  remedy  defects,  etc. 


Seamen’s  Lodging  Houses. 

During  the  year  1925  they  numbered  35,  and  provided 
accommodation  for  336  seamen.  393  visits  were  made  to  these 
houses,  namely,  388  inspections  and  five  re-viteits.  There  was  not 
a single  breach  of  the  regulations  during  the  whole  year.  At  the 
end  of  the  year  each  licensed  house  was  thoroughly  overhauled,  and 
reported  upon,  and  the  old  licences  collected  with  the  applications  for 
the  renewal  of  the  licences  for  1926.  32  applications  were  received, 

3 having  given  up. 


It  is  a requirement  that  each  licensee  must  thoroughly  cleanse 
and  renovate  the  registered  rooms  before  renewal  of  the  license  is 
recommended ; this  has  been  done. 


I may  say  that  the  licensees,  are  always  anxious  to  comply  with 
the  regulations  or  any  suggestions  from  the  Health  Department. 


Scavenging. — Moveable  tins  are  in  general  use,  but  unfortunately 
a large  proportion  of  them  are  improvised  from  wooden  boxes,  etc., 
and  they  are  coverless  and  therefore  very  unsatisfactory,  especially 
during  wet  weather,  as  the  contents  become  very  wet  and  offensive 
The  Nuisance  Bye-Laws,  numbers  4 to  8,  require  revision.  The 
Refuse  is  disposed  of  at  the  Corporation  Destructor  and  on  Refuse 
tips — the  laLer  .still  require  attention  as  they  are  the  cause  of  frequent 
complaints.

There  were  26  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  on  registered 
premises  of  all  kinds  in  1925. 


Meteorological  Data. 

Sunshine,  maximum  and  minimum  shade  temperatures,  and  ra.n- 
fall  records  are  taken  daily  at  Allt-yr-yn  Hospital.  Barornetric 
readings,  and  1-foot  and  4- feet  earth  temperatures  are  taken  dady  a; 
the  Health  Department  and  Water  Works  yard  respectively. 


The  rain  fall  in  1925  was  46.48  at  Allt-yr-yn  Hospital  compared 
with  an  average  of  40.28  inches  for  the  previous  five  years  and  the 
iTours  of  bright  sunshine  during  the  year  were  1669.2  compared  with 
an  average  of  1623.5  hours  during  the  years  1919-23,  and  with  1464.:) 
during  1924. 


There  were  2 weeks  (luring  the  year  with  over  three  inches  of 
rain  per  week,  during  the  week  ending  October  24th  4-05  inches  were 
recorded.  The  total  for  the  last  quarter  was  14.29  inches.  The.e 
were  8 weeks  during  the  year  when  no  rain  fell.  They  were  divided 
into  4 periods  only — Two  of  3 weeks  and  two  of  one  week, 
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The  followine:  is  a summary  of  the  inspections,  etc.,  made  by 
Senior  Inspector  Spencer  E.  Jones,  the  Assistant  Inspectors  and 
Health  Visitors,  during  1925  to  regis,tered  premises,  9,85b 
Inspections,  re  meat,  food,  etc.,  12,675  ; .re  Infectious  Diseases  birth 
enquiries,  private  houses,  etc.,  31,604;  making  a grand  total  of  54, 


It  is  a pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  again  that  the  work  performed 
bv  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  has  been  bo^h  conscientious  and 
thorough,  and  that  it  has  been  carried  out  with  very  little  friotion,  in 
Spite  of  the  amount  of  work  which  had  to  be  done  by  owneiSs  oft'-u 
involving  very  considerable  expenditure  of  money.

705  complaints  were  received,  against  556  last  year.  Most  of 
these  complaints  were  made  in  connection  with  the  Rent  (Restrictions) 
Act.  After  inispection,  in  all  genuine  cases  informal  notices  were 
served  on  the  owners  to  abate  the  nuisances,  complained  of;  it  is 
astonishing  what  a number  of  these  complaints  were  trivial  or  due  to 
spite.  In  many  instances  the  tenants  were  in  arrears  with  their  rents. 
In  nearly  all  such  cases  fhe  owners  were  prepared  to  do  tihe  work 
when  efforts  were  made  to  pay  up  the  rent.  The  tenants  were  always 
informed  of  this,  but  naturally  there  was  great  difficulty  in  getting 
repairs  done  under  such  conditions.  The  policy  of  the  Health 
Department  is  to  help  both  tenant  and  owner. 


Supervision  of  New  and  Repaired  Property. 

The  number  of  houses  on  the  li.st  is  1,125.  The  number  put  on 
during  the  year  was  2.  The  primary  inspections  numbeied  2,559 
In  2 308  inspections  the  houses  were  found  satisfactory.  A certain 
number  of  houses  had  minor  faults,  due  to  negligence  on  the  part  ot 
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the  tenants,  and  it  was  only  necessaiy  to  caution  them.  In  80  cases 
written  notices  were  served  on  dirty  tenants  and  sub-tenants,  m 
addition  to  518  verbal  notices.  580  re-visits  were  made  to  see  that 
the  notices  were  complied  with.  It  was  not  necessaiy  to  take  pro- 
ceeding's as.  the  notices  were  fully  and  quickly  complied  with. 


Flushing  Cisterns  for  Water  Closets. 

Under  Section  126  of  tire  Newport  Corporation  Act,  1889,  1,598 
houses  were  inspected.  1,005  of  these  houses,  had  w.c.  flushes , 593 
were  without  any  flushing  apparatus,  notices  were  served  on  the 
owners,  and  in  addition,  3 notices  for  other  premises,  where  flushing 
•cisterns  were  found  to  be  absent — as  a result  457  flushes,  etc.,  were 
fixed  during  the  year. 

Stables. 

The  number  of  visits  paid  to  stables  was,  1,134.  Owing  to  the 
rapid  increase  of  motor  vehicles  the  number  of  horlses  is  rapidly 
diminishing.  During  the  fly  season,  the  269  stables  in  the  Borough 
were  sprayed  with  disinfectants  at  frequent  intervals  to  kill  flies  and 
prevent  them  breeding.  4 notices  were  served  on  occupiers  for 
accumulation  of  manure. 


Factory  and  Workshop,  etc.,  Acts. 


The  duties  under  the  above  Acts  have  been  carried  out  as  well 
as  the  limited  staff  allowed.  There  were  1„060  premises,  on  the 
Register.  Inspections,  4,080 ; nuisances  dealt  with,  147 ; notices 
served,  97 ; and  re-visits  in  order  to  see  the  nuisances  abated,  475. 
Whenever  cleansing  or  lime  washing  was  necessary  and  brought  to 
the  notice  of  the  occupiers  it  was  promptly  attended  to.  The  domestic 
workshop  and  homework  premises  have  been  frequently  visited  to 
see  that  the  work  is  not  carried  on  under  insanitai'y  conditions  and 
that  there  is  no  infectious  disease  on  the  premises. 


Common  Lodging  Houses. 


There  are  12  within  the  Borough,  the  same  number  as  last  year. 
588  inspections,  were  made  of  them.  Of  the  12  nuisances  discovered 
only  5 were  due  to  want  of  cleanliness;  on  the  whole  they  were  well 
kept,  and  no  breach  of  the  Regulations  was  discovered  that  would 
justify  court  proceedings.  2 cases  of  Erysipelas  and  one  of  Tuber- 
culosis occurred  in  those  premises.

Sub-Let  Houses  {or  Houses  Lei  in  Lodgings). 

The  Bye-Laws  have  been  applied  onfy  to  tho'se  houses  which 
require  special  supervision  (16).  Considerable  trouble  has  been  ex- 
perienced in  preventing  overcrowding  owing  to  the  shortage  cf 
accommodation  in  (the  Borough.  The  sub-tenants  of  these  particular 
houses  have  little  respect  for  or  sense  of  morality,  or  idea  of  personal 
cleanliness.  To  keep  these  houses  up  to  Registration  Standard,  daily 
yisite  are  needed  with  frequent  night  inspections.  But  this  is  quite 
impossible  with  the  present  staff.  157  inspections  were  made.  13 
of  the  27  nuisances,  discovered  were  due  to  the  want  of  cleanliness. 

6 of  the  Houses  were  visited  by  night.  Breaches  of  the  Regulations 
in  regard  to  sleeping  arrangements  were  discovered  in  4 instances  and 
the  keepers  were  severely  reprimanded.  . 

Seajnien's  Lodging  Houses. 

35  of  these  premises  were  licensed  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Two 
less  than  last  year.  The  inspections  numbered  388.  Not  a single 
nuisance  or  Breach  of  Regulations  was  discovered.  Before  licensing 
any  applican,t  satisfactory  police  reports  must  be  forthcoming.  Three 
cases  of  Diphtheria,  1 of  Scarlet  Fever  and  one  of  Tuberculosis 
occurred  in  these  premises  during  the  year.  All  the  cases  were 
removed  tO'  Hospital. 

Food  Inspection. 

Tihe  work  of  Food  Inspection  assumes  more  and  more  importance 
and  involves,  a considerable  amount  of  time  of  -the  staff.  No  less 
than  17,125  visits  were  made  during  1925.  The  Provision  Market, 
Fish  Storeis,  Railway  Station,  etc.,  are  inspected  evei-y  morning  before 
9-0  a.m.,  and  every  Saturday  night  from  6-0  to  8-30  an  inspector  is 
on  duty,  more  particularly  at  the  Market.  The  early  morning 
inspections  prevent  a large  quantity  of  stale  meat  and,  especially  fish 
from  being  sold  to  street  hawkers. 

The  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924,  came  into  oper- 
ation April  1st,  1925.  “Meat”  means  the  fldsh  of  cattle,  swine, 
sheep  or  goats,  including  bacon,  ham,  edible  offal  and  fat  which  ii« 
sold  or  intended  for  sale  for  human  consumption. 

It  is  difficult  to  unders.tand  why  the  Ministry  of  Health  excluded 
from  the  Regulations  «uch  articles  of  food  as  cooked  meat,  sausages, 
poultiy,  rabbits,  fish,  butter,  margarine,  lard,  cheese,  cream,  sugar, 
bread,  cakes,  confectionery,  dried  fruit,  etc.  Evidence  can  be 
obtained  to  prove  that  these  articles  of  food  vare  continually  being 
contaminated  by  handling,  dirt,  dust,  and  flies.  Nearly  nil  these 
anticles  of  food"  are  eaten  without  any  further  preparation.  From 
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an  inspection  point  of  view  it  would  have  involved  very  little  more 
work  to  have  thiese  articles  of  food  imder  constant  supei  vision,  with 
the  result  that  much  of  the  contamination  would  have  been  preventefl 
and  the  purveyors  forced  to  be  more  careful  to  piotect  the  foods  ticy 

sell. 


In  Shaftesbury  iStreet  there  are  five  Meat  Stores  and  Cold 
Storage  Premises,  where  a considerable  amount  of  meat  as  daily  in 
the  course  of  transit,  or  handled,  sold,  and  Stored.  It  was  found 
necessary  to  put  an  Inspector  on  duty  from  8 a.m.  to  4-30  p.m.  eveiy 
day  to  keep  these  Meat  Stores  under  proper  supervision,  and  to  see 
that  the  Meat  Regulations,  were  efficiently  carried  out.  Fortunately 
these  premises  are  near  one  another.  By  the  end  of  two  months 
we  were  able  to  dispense  with  daily  inspection  and  the  District 
Inspector  was  able  to  do  all  that  was  required.  Three  of  the  Meat 
Stores  had  to  raise  their  hanging  rails  to  keep  the  meat  18  inches 
above  the  floor.  All  the  stores  were  repaired  and  renovated  through- 
out. The  employees  were  provided  with  clean,  washable  coats  and 
head  coverings. 


Vehicles  were  cleansed,  and  clean  washable  canvas  coverings 
provided.  Carriers  were  provided  with  clean  washable  coats  and 
head  coverings  which  were  worn  regularly.  The  Railway  Companies 
were  the  chief  offenders  for  a short  time,  but  after  the  local  managers 
were  inteiwiewed  the  Regulations  were  strictly  observed. 


The  number  of  inspections  made  under  the  Meat  Regulations 
were: — Butchers’  premises,  4,171;  Provision  Shops,  1,651;  Meat 
Stores,  1,695;  Vehicles,  1,842;  G.W.R.  and  other  companies,  810; 
Private  Slaughterhouses,  1,004;  Public  Slaughterhouses,  1,027;  Total, 
12,200. 


Private  Slaughterhouses. 


There  are  three — all  at  Maindee.  They  have  received  1,00“! 
visits.  At  two  of  them  a few  .sheep  are  slaughtered  each  week  during 
the  year ; but  no  cattle,  while  in  the  other  slaughterhouse  about  a 
dozen  pigs  are  slaughtered  weekly.  All  the  carcases  were  examined 
and  found  to  be  healthy,  only  154  lbs  (of  Pork)  was  condemned 
throughout  the  year.  The  premises  were  kept  in  a cleanly  condition. 
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Bakei-iouses. 

The  number  on  the  register  was  70  within  the  Borough;  Inspections, 
690  during  the  year.  The  number  of  nuisances  discovered  in  the 
course  of  inspection  was  69  for  which  43  notices  were  served;  210 
re-visits  were  paid  in  order  to  get  the  notices  complied  with — 57  of 
the  nuisances  were  due  to  want  of  cleanliness — need  for  lime-washing 
in  40  instances.  Nearly  all  of  tihese  premises  are  of  modern  con- 
struction and  on  the  whole  are  kept  in  a good  sanitary  condition. 

Cow  Sheds  (12);  Milkshops  (158);  Dairies,  (2). 

The  172  premises  on  the  register  have  received  1,859  inspections, 
only  four  nuisances  or  breaches  of  the  Regulations  were  discovered 
in  the  course  of  inspection.  The  conditions  under  which  milk  is 
stored  and  sold  are  improving  considerably ; but  further  improve- 
ments are  still  necessaiy  especially  in  the  general  shops ; the  vendors 
on  tlhie  outskirts  of  the  Town  are  very  neceslsary  as  they  supply  a 
public  need,  and  to  remove  them  from  the  Register  would  incon- 
venience the  public,  but  they  require  strict  supervision.  The  sale 
of  milk  in  bottles  is.  becoming  more  general ; but  the  system  is  open 
to  abuse  and  some  retailer/s  have  to  be  closely  supervised  to  prevent 
bottling  in  the  streets.  The  bringing  into  force  of  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act,  1915,  will  further  aid  authorities  in 
securing  for  the  Public  a supply  of  clean  wholesome  milk.
